HOMES OF THOUSANDS STAND 


Refugee 


Fifteen Square Miles, Comprising the 


Richest Section of San Francisco, 
Laid Waste—State and City Offi- 
cials Discuss Withdrawal of Militia. 
Work of Reli«f. 


San Francisco, April 27.—All ex- 


penditures for relief will be author- 
ized by the finance committee of the 
citizens and Red Cross funds. 
The 


members of this committee are repre- 
sentative bankers, business men and 
jurists of San Francisco, and Dr. De- 
vine of. /the .National Red Cross socie- 
ty. This committee will audit all ac- 
counts and,make a detailed report to 
the war department, where a final 
audit and statement will be made. 


The area destroyed in San Francis- 


co approximate 10,000 acres, or'.about, 
fifteen square miles. There are few 
cities in the country where so ^much 
valuable property is contained ta an 
equal territory. 
Within this fifteen 


square miles were nearly iOO banks, 
some of the finest buildings in the 
world, thousands of mercantile and 
manufacturing 
establishments 
and 


more than 230,000 inhabitants, be- 
sides 40,000 transients. 
The aggre- 


gate number of dead probably will not 
"'exceed 700 and 
will certainly not 


refach 1,000. 
Notwithstanding the 


enprmous and widespread destruction 
the homes of 150,000 people are still 
standing. 
There still remain 
the 


great ship yards, Pacific Mail docks, 
the stock yards at South San Francis- 
so, and the docks and manufactories 
along the water front: from Mission 
Creek to Hunter's Point, the mint, the 
postofflce and the retail district on 
Fillmdre and Devisadero streets. 


Governor Pardee attended a confer- 


ence with General Greely, Mayor 
Schmitz, Dr. Devine of the Red Cross 
and members cM'ae citizens' commit- 
tee of fifty, v;ho are advising the 
mayor./ The governor brought up the 
question of 
tfc,e request of Mayor 


Schmitz and his committee for the 
wlthdrawaltoi the National guard from:. 
tie city. The governor spoke highly 
in favor of the National guard and 
referred to the splendid services its 
members had done in the war with 
Spain. He stated that he considered 


. the request as a reflection upon a well 


organized and highly efficient body of 
men. Mayor Schmitz replied that the 
object In making the request for the 
•withdrawal of the 'troops was to .con- 
centrate the control of the city in the 
.federal troops and prevent misunder- 
^tanding and conflict of orders. The 
meeting adjourned without any con 


\Frank Markley, the first person to 
reach Coshocton from San Francisco, 
arrived in the city on No. 20 Thurs- 
day night and is shaking hands with 
friends today. Markley was asleep in 
his room on Mission street, when the 
shock came and although badly shak- 
en up managed to reach the street 
with the remainder of the occupants 
of the building. No one was seriously 
hurt in his crowd and they made 
their way to the home of a sister of 
the landldy in the-hills above 
the 


city and here is where Markley re- 
mained until Friday morning when he 
was successful in crowding his way 
on to a train at Oakland for the east. 
From Ogden, Utah, he sent a tele- 
gram to his brothers Will and George 
in this city which was-the first word 
they had from hiai. 
f 
Markley told a graphic story 
of 


his experiences to an Age reporter 
Friday morning. 


"I had teen in San Francisco for 


over a year," he said, "and was em 


ployed as bookkeeper in # retail 
iumiture store, I roomed in Mission 
street and was awakened by ttee 
earthquake at about five o'clock in 
the morning. I got out of the house 
as soon as I could-and found the 
street^ full df panic-stricken people. .1 
took what clothes I could carry and 
went* to the home of the landylady's 
sister up in Ihe hills. The soldiers 
wouid not allow anyone to go back 
into the part of the city in which 
my room was situated and as the 
tire soon swept over it, I lost all my 
clothes that I had not taken with me 
first, tnd the rest of my belongings., 
' "It was terrible and the newspaper 
reports were not exaggerated except 
in the number of dead. I don't think 
this number will reach over 1000.

Dozen Persons Dead and Many In- 


jured In a Texas Community. 


Bellevue, Texas, April 27.—A torna 


do which swept through this place de- 
stroyed everything in its path and as 
a result practically tha entire town is 
a mass of ruins, only three buildings 
now standing, at least eleven persons 
are dead and a number are injured. 
The 
tornado was followed by lire 


which consumed the wreckage. This 
report is being sent from the top of a 
telephone pole a mile from Belluvue, 
but it is as close as a wire can be 
had.

This section is thickly settled. 


The fj'ct that so few people wero 


killed is accounted for by the fact that 
practically every house was equipped 
with a stoim cellar, and the people 
ran to them as soon as they seen the 
tornado approaching. Those who had 
no storm 
cellars or who could not 


reach them were the ones who suffer- 
ed. Last winte" many lives were lost 
in the same neighborhood by a tor- 
nado.
